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Report ‘of Superintendent. 


To His Excellency, Governor J. M. Stone : ` 


SIiR:—I have the honor to submit the following annual re- 
port as Superintendent of the Mississippi State Penitentiary 
for the year ending December 14th, 1876, showing the condi- 
tion of the different buildings; the condition of the Institu- 
tion as to health and cleanliness, conduct, &c, the number 
of prisoners on the register, ineluding those within and without 
the walls of the Penitentiary, by nationalities, States and 
counties, and for the different crimes, their treatment, food 
and employment ; the number of escapes, discharges, pardons 
and deaths, by races and sexes ; the report of the Physician; 
also a statement of suits brought under and by virtue of an 
Act of the Legislature, approved April 15th, 1876, entitled “An 
Act to provide for lessing out the Penitentiary and the convict 
labor of the State," against Messrs. French & Jobes and Mr. 
E. Richardson for the recovery of a number of convicts ille- 
gaily held by them. 

In assuming charge of the Penitentiary in March last I 
found it to be in a very bad condition in many respects. The 
convicts were poorly clad and indifferently provided with bed 
clothing. The discipline was very lax, and the ‘pardon 
inania" superinduced, doubtless, by reprehensible conduct on 
the part of some then high in oflicial position, had seemingly 
affected most of the inmates. The supply of provisions had 
been exhausted. The fencing around the Penitentiary grounds 
was in a dilapidated condition, making thorough repairing 
absolutely necessary. There was little or nothing in the 
shape of materials in the work-shops. In point of fact the 
Institution had been pretty well *cleaned out," rendering it 
almost impossible to do anything in the nature of remunerative 
labor. Asa consequence of this condition of affairs, a con- 
siderable portion of the time from the date of my assuming 
control to the leasing of the Penitentiary. most of the convicts 
were engaged in putting in order and repairing the Peniten- 
tiary and the houses, fencing and gardens connected therewith. 
A number of the?conviets were also idle a part of this period, 
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from necessity occasioned by the impracticability of entering 
into arrangements or contracts for labor in view of the lease 
which was advertised to be made on a day stated. The 
amount of money taken in was one thousand seven hundred 
and fifty-five dollars and forty cents, ($1,755 40) as will be 
seen by reference to statement filed in accordance with law in 
the Auditor's office and published in his annual report. The 
same was disbursed as therein stated. The vouchers are on 
file in the State Treasurer’s office. By reference to the report 
of the State Treasurer, who was ex-officio Treasurer of this 
Institution prior to the lease, it will be seen that only two 
thousand seven hundred and seventy-four dollars and sixty- 
eight cents ($2,774 68) of the three thousand seven hundred dol- 
lars ($3,700) appropriated for the support ot the Penitentiary, 
was expended by me to date of lease, which leaves unexpended 
nine hundred and twenty-five dollars and thirty-two cents, 
($925 32) of theamount appropriated in the Treasury. As com 
pared withs ums drawn from the Treasury last year, it appears 
that the sums expended per month before the Institution 
changed hands. was in excess of the amount expended during 
the three months it was under my contro]. This amount would 
have been less but for the reasons above stated. The average 
` number per month of convicts within the walls during this 
period was one hundred and fifty, (150. ) 

I received from my predecessor one hundred and twenty- 
seven dollars and eighty-three cents, ($127 83) which was a 
balance remaining over from what was called the “building 
fund.” Of this sum seventy-seven dollars and seventy-two 
cents, ($77 72) were paid to Messrs. Smith and Bickham by 
order of the Board of Inspectors for mileage and per diem, 
and forty-five dollars and seventy-five cents, ($45 75) were 
expended by me in defraying expenses of a “trip of inspection” 
to the “convict camps” in the counties of Issaquena, Wash- 
ingten and Bolivar, under direcxion of your Excellency. 
Leaving balance due State of four dollars and thirty-six cents, 
($4 36.) 


CONDITION OF BUILDINGS, 


The large building recently constructed and known as “the 
factory building," is covered with a tin roof which is very 
defective. A recent examination showed that there were 
innumerable leaks, which will necessarily impair the wood 
work used in its construction and render it unfit for the pro- 
tection of any kind of materials or manufactured work. The 
roof of the building in which the convicts are confined leaks 
very badly, rendering some of the cells unfit for use. The 
other building is also in need of repairs. 

There are two hundred (200) ceils; twenty-five (25) of them 
on the upper tier are without doors, which renders them 
unserviceable. I have been informed that these doors were 
taken away several years agoand have not been returned. 
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The walls surrounding the prison buildings are also in much 
need of repair. They are cracked in different places from top 
to bottom, and in one place on the northern end the wall is 
liable to fall at any moment. 


CONDITION OF INSTITUTION AS TO HEALTH, CLEANLINESS, CON- 
DUCT, ETC, 


The health of the inmates of the Penitentiary has been un- 
exceptionally good during the past year, as will be seen by 
reference to the report of the Physician, Dr. Wirt Johuston, 
to whose constant attention, care and skill, I attribute the re- 
markable degree of health enjoyed by the prisoners, and I am 
gratified to be enabled to bear testimony to a faithful per- 
formance of duty by him. Punctual in attendance every day, 
he has also always responded promptly to calls made at any 
hour of the day or night. Great attention has been given to 
cleanliness within the walls; the cells and halls of the main 
buildings have been whitewashed regularly once a week, and 
disinfectants have been used wheuever directed by the Phy- 
sician and deemed necessary. Two suits of clothing are 
provided each convict, who is required to change his apparel 
once a week. These regulations having been strictly observed 
contributed greatly in exempting the convicts from disease 
and-sickness. Genetal good order and discipline have been 
preserved and maintained, during the year, and with but few 
exceptions it has not been found necessary to resort to the 
infliction of punishment. This is due in a great measure to 
the kind but firm treatment maintained towards the prisoners. 


CONDITION, ETC. OF PRISONERS ON PLANTATIONS, ETC. 

The health of the convicts employéd on the plantations in 
the Mississippi bottom and elsewhere has been comparatively 
good so far as I have been able to ascertain from reports made 
by those in charge and by personal investigation made during 
the past summer and fall. But few deaths have occurred 
without the walls, which, however, was not due to proper 
treatment alone, but more to the hardihood of the convicts, 
their treatment not having been in some particulars, as was 
required by law and the dictates of humanity. On several 
plantations they were huddled together, in midsummer, like 
“sheep in shambles,” as will be seen by reference to report 
made to your Excellency in September last, on my return 
from a visit of inspection. 


NUMBER OF PRISONERS ON REGISTER, ETC. 
The total number of prisoners within and without the walls 


of the Penitentiary is seven hundred and forty-four, (744) as 
is shown by table No. 1, and “supplemental table,” containing 
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names, etc., of those received since Dec. 14th, 1876. Of this 
number sixty-three, (63) are white males and six hundred and , 
sixty-four, (664) are colored males, and seventeen, (17) are 
colored females. The number received since November 30th, 
1875, is four hundred and sixty-four, (464. ) - 

By “table No. 2," it will be seen that the number of convicts 
within the walls is one hundred and forty-eight, (148). Of 
this number forty, (40) are white males, ninety- -eight, (98) 
colored males and ten, (10) colored females. Those prisoners 
whose terms are more than ten, (10) years are retained within 
the walls in pursuance of an Act of the Legislature of April 
15th, 1876, except those taken out prior to said Act. The 
remainder, five hundred and ninety-six, (596) are employed 
on farms and in cutting wood, ete., for the railroads. Of this 
number two hundred and ninety- two, (292) are in the posses- 
sion of Messrs. French & Jobes and Mr, E. Richardson, and 
are employed on plantations in the counties of Issaquena, 
Washington, Bolivar and Coahoma. 

Tables No. 9, 4 and 5 give the number of prisoners by 
nationalities, States and counties and for the different crimes 


TREATMENT, FOOD AND EMPLOYMENT. 


The treatment of the prisoners has been uniformly kind and 
humane. Punishments have been very rare and of slight 
degree, with one or two exceptions. As above stated, the kind 
but firm treatment on the part of the Lessees has evidently 
superinduced the observance of good order and conduct 
among the prisoners. The food provided for the prisoners 
is fresh beef, pickled pork, shoulders, rice, sweet potatoes, 
corn bread, molasses and coffee, occasionally flour and differ- 
ent varieties of vegetables, which are raised in the gardens. 
The sick are provided with such nutriment as is directed by 
the Physician. Tobacco is also issued twice a week to all the 
prisoners. 

In the blacksmith shop there are employed thirteen, (13) 
convicts. In the carpenter shop twelve, (12.) In tlie paint 
shop two, (2.) In the shoe shop sixteen, (16.) In the tailor 
shop five, (5) men and six, (6) females. In the wagon shop 

eight, (8. j In the kitchen four, (4.) In the mill six, (6) and 
in different capacities about the prison seventy-six (76. ) 
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ESCAPES, DISCHARGES, PARDONS AND DEATHS. 


Table No. 6 shows the number of escapes from December 
Ist, 1875, to December 14th, 1876, to be eighty-eight, (88. ) 
Of this number twelve, (12) were white males, seventy- six, 
(16) were colored males, only two of which escaped from the 
walls ; the others escaped from the guards while at work out- 
side the prison. Twenty-eight. (28) escaped prior to date of 
lease, June 15th, 1876. This number, although less by twenty- 


ri te 
nine, (29) than the number for 1875, is much larger than 
shoula have been, and is attributable to the carelessness, in- 
sufficiency and inefficiency of the guards, and to the practice 
of permitting the prisoners to roam about the country, unac- 
companied, on errands, to the alarm and dread of the citizens 
in different localities. This practice I have endeavored, as far 
as possible, to correct, it being in violation of the spirit of 
the criminal laws of the land, and having a tendency to impair 
the sanctions of punishment, besides subjecting innocent and 
unprotected ‘persons to the mercy of felons and evil-doers. 
This evil has been in the main corrected by the Act of 1876, 
and the contracts made under it, and it is believed that the 
parties holding under the former contracts will, hereafter, 
comply with the law. 

Table No. 7 shows the number of discharges by expiration 
of sentence to be white males, eight, (8) colored males eighty- 
one, (81), colored females seven (D). total ninety-six (96. ) 

By table No. 8, it will be seen the number of pardons is, 
white males, eight (8), colored males, five (5), colored femaics 
one (1), total ‘fourteen, (14). Of this number seven were 
pardoned by Governor A. Ames. 

Table No. 9 gives the number of deaths, white males five 
(5), colored males eleven, (11), total'sixteeu, (16). Of this 
number six (6) have died within the walls, ten (10) on the 
outside. For details, as todeaths in walls, refercuce is asked 
to report of Physician. 


| DIVINE SERVICE. 


Divine service and Sabbath school is conducted every 
Sabbath morning and evening by Rev. C. B. Galloway and 
Messrs. R. D. Hardy, W. A. Whiting and H. V. Barr. The 
evident interest taken by these gentlemen, and the attention 
given by the prisoners, afford ground of belief that much 
good has been done by stimulating resolves for reformation 
and the leading of better lives. 


LEASE OF THE PENITENTIARY, 
l 


A copy of the contract of lease entered into by the Board 
of Inspectors of the Penitentiary, as Commissioners, repre- 
senting the State of Mississippi, and Messrs. Hamilton & 
Hebron, ander and by virtue of an Act of the Legislature 
entitled “An Act to provide for leasing out the Penitentiary 
and the convict labor of the State” approved April 15th, 1876, 
is annexed to this report. By reference thereto it will be 


seen that Messrs. Hamilton & Hebron obligate themselves to. 


relieve the State of all expense in maintaining the convicts 


that may come under their control for the period of four, (4) 


years, and for all convicts over one hundred and forty, (140) 


that may come into their hands or under their control, to pay 
^ 
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£he State one dollar and ten cents per month, ($1 10) per head 
dating as to each convict from the day he shall come under 
£heir control and counting to his discharge, death or escape, 
45e. Thus it will apperr that by the terms of said contract of 
fease, the Penitentiary, instead of being a source of expense 
£o the State, as heretofore, will now yi ield an annual revenue. 


SUITS FOR RECOVERY OF CONVICTS. 

The Inspectors of the Penitentiary failing to agree upon 
terms of compromise with Messrs. French & Jobes as provided 
hw section 9th of the Act of April 15th, 1876, within a few 
days after the confirmation of the lease to Messrs. Hamilton & 
Hebron, a bill was filed in the Chancery Court of Hinds county 
bv Messrs. French & Jobes enjoining the Lessees, Superin- 
tendent and the Board of Inspe tors of the Penitentiary from 
taking any steps for the recovery of the convicts held by them 
miler their contracts with the former Board of Inspectors, 
Sfessrs. Avery, Nabors and Cessor. This injunction continued 
us force until about the Ist of October last, when same was 
viismissed by order of court, and agreement with Messrs. 
#rench & Jobes and the present Lessees, ailowing them to re- 
taia the convicts in their possession until January 1st, 1877. 
Suits by replevin were then brought in accordance with the 
9th section of the Act of April 15th, 1876, by the Lessees in 
the name of the Superintendent, in the Circuit Court of 
Washington county against Messrs. French & Jobes and Mr. 
E. Richardson, who had possession of a number of convicts 
ander a sub.lease from them. Writs were issued and levies 
were made by the Sheriff and the convicts were delivered into 
fhe possession of the Lessees. These writs were executed 
about the Ist of October last in the crisis of the crops made 
by said former Lessees. Mr. Richardson immediately hired 
tke convicts found under his control from Messrs. Hamilton 
4 Hebron until January 1st, 1877, by contract made on Octo- 
ber 3rd, 1876, and within a few days thereafter by Dill in 
Chancery obtained an order of court diracting restitution of 
zi convicts taken from him, and restraining the Superinten- 
&ent and Lessees of the Penitentiary from further steps for 
tbe recovery of the convicts and from endeavoring to collect 
hire. dc. under said contract. A compromise based on a 
contract, duly acknowledged, &c., has: since been effected be- 
tween the Lessees and Mr. Richardson, by the terms of which 
iie convicts, about one hundred and fifty, (150) held by Mr. 
Bichardson under his original contract, are to remain in his 
pessessiou until January, 1878. Aftér which date they will 
5e turned over to the present Lessees and will be a source of 
revenue to the State. 

fu conclusion, I would respectfully call your Excellency’s 
attention to the fact that a number of the inmates are in a 
Sad condition physically, as will be ascertained by reference 
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to report of the Physician. Several are confined to the Hos- 
pital with chronic diseases. Two, (2) colored males are blind 
and were so affected when received. There are four (4) col- 
ored babies in the prison. Three, (3) of them were born after 
the incarceration of their mothers. The Penitentiary is not 
a proper place for these unfortunate ones, and I respectfully 
recommend that some action be taken providing for their re- 
n.oval from a place not calculated to foster and encourage the 
growth of principles of propriety and probity.

Hamilton & Hebron’s Contract 


OF LEASE FROM STATE.

This indenture made and entered into this the 9th day of 
Jane, 1876, by and between D. Shelton, Thos. B. Smith and 
L. C. Bickham, Inspectors of the Mississippi State Peniten- 
tiary, rade Commissioners by the Act of the Legislature, 
hereinafter referred to, acting for and in behalf of the State 
of Mississippi, and Jones S. Hamilton and John L. Hebron, 
witnesseth that—— 

Whereas, In accordance with an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of Mississippi entitled an Act to provide for leasing 
out the Penitentiary and the convict labor of the State, ad- 
proved on the 13th of April, 1876, the said Commissioners 
have given for more than thirty, (80) days by publication in 
the Clarion, a newspaper published in Jackson, Mississippi, 
notice in manner and form as required by said Act ; and by 
said advertisement fixed the 5th day of June, 1876, as the day 
on whieh they would receive propositions in writing to lease 
the Penitentiary and convict labor of the State, in accordance 
with the provisions of said Act, and on the said 5th day of 
June, 1876, sundry written propositions were made to aud re- 
ceived by said Commissioners at the Penitentiary building in 
Jackson, the place appointed by said advertisement, among 
which was the proposition of the said Jones 8. Hamilton and 
Company, upon the terms hereinafter set forth upon which 
proposition said Commissioners, after duly considering of the 
several propositions, adjudged and awarded the contract of 
leasing to said Hamilton and Company, their proposition being 
the highest and best for the interest of the State. Now, 
therefore, it is agreed by and between said Commissioners on 
behalf of the State and the ‘said Jones S. Hamiliton and 
Company— 

Ist. That said Commissioners hereby lease out and hire to 
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said Hamilton & Hebron and their assigns the Penitentiary of 
the State of Mississippi, including the entire Penitentiary 
premises, except the Superintendent's residence and the yard 
in which it is located and the buildings thereon ; also all the 
convicts now in the Penitentiary or belonging vo it, and those 
who may be sent to the Penitentiary during the continuance 
of this lease, -which is to continue for four years from date 
hereof, subject of course to the changes in the conviets by 
death, pardoning, final eseape and expiration of time. 

: 2d. The Lessees hereby agree and bind themselves to feed, 
clothe and maintain the convicts that may come into their 
hands or under their control by or under this contract, in the 
manner prescribed by law and the rules of said Institution, 
to furnish them with medicine, medical attendance and proper 
care and attention when sick ; to pay all expenses of convey- 
ing all convicts from the “county where convicted to the 
Penitentiary or place of employment ; to pay all expenses for 
guarding the convicts that may come into their hands or 
under their control whether in or out of the Penitentiary 
buildings. That when a convict shall escape they will notify 
the Governor of Mississippi of the escape, and when any 
escaped convict shall be arrested they will cause such convict 
to be brought back to the Penitentiary or his proper place of 
labor ; ; that they will pay all expenses of advertising for the 
arrest of such escaped convicts, also'pay all jail fees and all 
expenses of bringing such convicts back to the Penitentiary 
or his proper place of labor, also pay such reward as the 
Governor of the State may have offered for his arrest and 
confinement in jail to the extent of $50, but no more. And 
in case said Lessees shall fail to notify ‘the Governor of the 
escape of any convict, they shall thereby forfeit and pay into 
the Treasury of the State of Mississippi $100. When any 
convict shall be pardoned (with which pardoning power this 
contract in no manner is to interfere) and when the term of 
service of any convict expires, if such convict shall have been 
undergoing a sentence of confinement and labor for twelve 
months, said Lessee shall give to such outgoing convict a plain 
suit of citizen’s clothes, and the sum of $10 in cash. 

9d. The Lessees or their assigns shall appoint and hereby 
bind themselves to pay, all necessary or proper officers, super- 
intendents and guards, except the State Superintendent. 

4th. In accordance with section 3rd. of the Act aforesaid, 
said Lessees bind themselves to work all convicts sen- 
tenced for a longer period than ten years within the walls of the 
Penitentiary, or so near thereto as to have said convicts con- 
fined within the cells ot the Penitentiary at night. But all 
conviets sentenced for a period of ten years or less, said 
Lessees may work outside'the Penitentiary, but within the 
limits of the State of Mississippi, in building rail roads, 
levees or any private labor or employment. 


5th. All convicts who are worked outside or the Peniten- 
P4 
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tiary shall be guarded with a reasonable guard to prevent es- 
eapes; such conviets shall be lodged in comfortable quarters, 
enclosed by a good and substantial stockade or fence to prevent _ 
escapes. They shall not be permitted to be or remain outside 
of such inclosure after dark, nor to leave the premises on which 
they labor in the day time, unless aecompanied by a sufficient 
guard. 

6th. Said Lessees hereby further bind themselves, that they 
will annually, i e., at the end of each year, from this date pay 
into the treasury of the State of Mississippi the amount of 
the Physician's salary for the year as fixed by the laws of the 
State. , ; 

Tth. It is further agreed that within five days of the date ot 
this contraet, appraisers shall be appointed aecording to 6th 
section of the before recited Act, to make the appraisement 
therein directed, and in the manner therein directed, whose 
decisions in the matter of the said appraisement shall be final 
and a part of this contract. It is further agreed that in like 
manner at the expiration of the lease, all machinery, tools, un- 
manufactured articles, material, etc., shall be valued by ap- 
praisers appointed in like manner, and should the appraised 
value of the property at the end of lease be more than the ap- 
praised value of that now on hand, the State of Mississippi 
shall pay said Lessees the difference, but if the appraised value 
shall then be less, the Lessees shail pay the difference into the 
State treasury. 

Sth. It is further understood and agreed as a part of this 
. contraet that said Lessees are hereby substituted during their 
term of four years to all such rights, legal and equitable, whieh 
the State, the Penitentiary, the State Superintendent thereof, 
the Inspectors or Commissioners may have or be entitled to in 
the labor, possession, use or control of the convicts now in'the 
hands of French & Jobes under certain alledged and pretended 
contracts; made by them during the year 1875, for the lease or 
hire of 450 convicts of said Penitentiary, and also the same . 
rights as to any other conviets that may be held by any other 
person under the contracts aforesaid or any of them, but.with- 
out liability on the part of the State to said Lessees. 

9th. For 140 coriviets the Lessees will pay no compensation 
to the State other than the expenses, outlays, supplies, etc., 
under other clauses of this contract, toe be incurred by the 
Lessees, iu relation to said Penitentiary and conviets. For 
all eonvicts over said number (140,) that may come to their 
hands or coutrol, said Lessees will pay the State of Mississippi 
$1.10 per head, per month, dating as to each convict from the 
day he shall come into their hands or under their control, and 
counting to his discharge. death or escape. Those payments 
to be made annually on the 1st. day of June, 1877, 1878, 1879 
and 1880. 

10th. Said Lessees bind themselves to save and protect the 
State against all expenses growing out of the feeding, clothing, 
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maintaining and managing the convicts that may come into 
their hands or under their control, save and except those ex- 
penses which by or under said Act.of the Legislature properly 
devolve upon her. 

lith. In making this contract it is expressly understood 
that the sawed lumber now on the lot directly west of the Pen- 
itentiary buildings is not included in this contract, is not to be 
appraised or inventoried under the 7th clause hereof, it being 
in facta part of the building fund property, and not of the 
Penitentiary property. 

12th. Said Lessees bind themselves, their heirs and assigns 
that they will well and freely and faithfully abide by and carry 
into effect the laws now in force of the State of Mississippi, in 
relation to said Penitentiary and the Penitentiary convicts, so 
far as the same are properly and legally applicable thereto, in 
their hands as Lessees. or applieable to those Lessees, and that 
they will promptly and faithfully surrender to the State, the 
Penitentiary and all convicts thereto belonging at the end of 
their lease.

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REPORT OF THE 


Physician to the Penitentiary. 


To Marion Smith, Esq., Superintendent Mississippi Peni- 
tentiary. 


Dear Sm:—In submitting my annual report as Physician 
to the Penitentiary, it is gratifying to state, that the sanitary 
condition of the prison, at the present time, is very good. 
There are eleven patients under treatinent in the Hospital, 
two of these old chronie cases, and this morning only three 
reported for treatment at the Dispensary. 

It afforés me pleasure to say, that during the year, while 
there have been, as my report will show, a number of cases of 
the ordinary diseases, we have ‘been absolutely exempt from 
all epidemic and contagious diseases, which are so much 
dreaded in institutions of this character. 

This immunity was secured through the hygienic measures, 
such as cleanliness and disinfection, adopted and carefully 
carried out by you and the Lessees. 

I entered upon the discharge of my duties on the 17th of 
last March, and my books show, since that time, that the fol- 
lowing cases have been treated at the Dispensary and in the 
Hospital, viz: Valvular disease of the heart, 3; ophthalmia, 
5; neuralgia, 31; pneumonia,?3; hemorrhoids, 4; dyspepsia, 
8; eczema,1; nocturnal emissions, 1; chilblain, 8; bronchitis, 
1; scabies, 6; yeep Ara dE 1; dysmenorrhea, 1; erysipelas, 1; 
herpes preputialis, 2; injuries "received by falls, 2 2; glossitis, 1; 
scorbutus, 1; gonorrhea, 4; syphilis, 9; necrosis of inferior 
maxilla, 1; strangury, 2 ; phthisis pulmonalis, 1; hepatic en- 
corgement, 10; hemorrhage from rectum, 1; urethral stricture, 
L; asthma, 2; rheumatism, 14; sore-throat, 17; general debil- 
ity, 5 ; burns, 1; epilepsy, 2; ulcer of leg. 1; remittent fever, 

2; typho- malarial fever, 2; dysentery, 60; diarrhoea, 71; 
termittent fever, 175; congestive fever, 1. Besides these, 
quite as many more trival affections, such as catarrh, head- 
ache, constipation and toothache have received proper atten- 
tion at the Dispensary. In all, there were 81 patients treated 


in the Hospital during the year, and 1682 prescriptions were 

made at the Dispensary. This amount of sickness in a popu- 
lation averaging perhaps 150, might appear unusually large 
unless it is borne in mind that our population is a changing 
' one; new convicts constantly coming in, and others going 
out to work, and although the daily average may have been no 
more than 150, still several hundred more may have been with- 
in the walls during the year. It should also -be remembered 
that the same individual in many instances presented himself 
for treatment for different affections at various times during 
the year. 

The surgical procedures have beeu limited to the dressing of 
a few incised wounds, a ligation of the dorsalis pedis artery, 
and the performance, several times, of paracentesis abdominis. 

I have to report six deaths during the year, viz: one case of 
valvular disease of the heart with general dropsy, two of 
pneumonia, one of chronic dysentery, one of typho-malarial 
fever and one of congestive fever. The case of valvular 
disease of the heart had been in the Hospital fourteen months, 
and the case of chronic dysentery seven months prior to 
my appointment as medical officer of the prison. One of the 
cases of pneumonia was contracted in the Washington county 
jail, and the patient presented himself in an advanced stage of 
the disease. The other was sick at a camp Ou the railroad 
before he was sent to me, and when received his condition was 
regarded hopeless. The case of congestive fever also came 
from the railroad camp and was in a low condition when ad- 
mitted. While it would have given me pleasure to have had 
no mortuary report to make, still we have cause for congrat- 
ulation that the mortality has been much less than during either 
of the three preceding years; being two-fifths less than in 1873, 
and less than one-half the number in 1874.07 1875. I can find 
no record beyond 1878. 

There are within the walls twenty-four permanently disabled 
men, rendered so by various causes, such as injuries of differ- 
ent kinds, rheumatism, etc. Among these are two totally blind, 
and two incurable cases of heart disease, who in all pr obability 
: will never leave the Hospital, until brought away dead. 

There have been three births within the walls during tlie 
year; one male and two female children. In each case the 
mother was pregnant when admitted. 

One convict was provided with the necessary certificate of 
insanity and sent to the Asylum. 

Since my duties were assumed not a day has E without 
there being a “sick call," besides, many visits have been made 
at night and at other times when the condition of a patient 
required it. 

ln conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
uniform courtesy shown me by the Lessees, Messrs. Hamilton 
and Hebron. I have had exclusive control of the medical 
department, and.in excusing prisoners from duty, and in all , 
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other matters pertaining thereto, my wishes and opinions have 
always governed. 

The demands of this department, and they have been numer- 
ous, have all been met with a readiness and cheerfulness 
characteristic of the humanity of these gentlemen. They have 
at all times manifested a desire to care for the sick, although 
in every case both trouble and expense have been incurred. 

Let me also thank you for your kindness to me personally, 
and for your warm co-operation in all matters affecting the 
welfare of my patients.
